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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Request for Continued Examination (RCE) Amendment filed 10/08/2010 in 
Response to the Decision on Appeal mailed 08/13/2010 amending claims 56-60 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1-9, 11-19, 21-37, 39-43 and 45-60 are pending in the claims and are 
provided to be examined upon their merits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9, 11-19, 21-37, 39-43 and 45-60 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The decision to allow 
the aforementioned claims was made in lieu of the decision by the Board of Appeals and 
Inferences, which found that the cited prior art, Hartley-Urquhart, does teach a purchase order 
(PO) that can be transmitted on the network, of an implement supply chain system, but does not 
contain a plurality of financial transaction options, as suggested in the applicants' claims..
